Ca nnon Nomina te d 
Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois, who 
was nominated Saturday night for the 
fourth time as Speaker of the house, 
was not chosen with the same unani­ 
mity as hitherto. 
All the old officers were chosen for 
re-election, and are as follows: 
For speaker—Joseph G. Cannon of 
Illinois. 
For clerk— Alexander McDowell of 
Pennsylvania. 
For postmaster— Samuel A. Langum 
of Minnesota. 
For 
sergeant-at-arms— Henry 
Cas- 
son of Wisconsin. 


Under the ruling of 
Judge 
W est 
this morning, Justice of the Peace J. 
A. Pfieffer and Constable H. A. M il­ 
ler, both of Orange 
township, 
are 
entitled to a raise in salary from $25 
a month to $50. 
Judge W est’s ruling 
was on a demurrer in the mandamus 
actions brought by Pfieffer and M il­ 
ler against County Auditor Lester to 
compel him to draw warrants for the 
increased 
amounts. 
A 
demurrer 
calling into question the legality of 
the matter was put in by District At­ 
torney Davis, represening the audi­ 
tor, and Judge W est today overruled 
the demurrer, deciding the only point 
of law at issue in favor of the jus­ 
tice of the peace and the constable. 
The judge held that while the con­ 
stitution prohibits raising 
a 
man’s 
salary during his term of-office, the 
law does not apply to justices 
and 
constables. 
They seem to have the 
same relation to population that an 
office on a fee basis has to fees. The 


board of supervisors, by an adminis­ 
trative act, determines the 
popula­ 
tion by mult plying by five the num­ 
ber of votes cast in a presidential 
election, and the law 
is 
taken 
to 
mean that ihe adjustments are neces­ 
sary when a township’s 
population 
passes the lines prescribed in 
the 
county government act. 
The salaries 
are thus readjusted every 
presiden­ 
tial election and cannot be changed 
as the result of the vote cast for gov­ 
ernor. 
Orange township was in the class 
with a population less than 5000. By 
the vote of 1908 the population was 
shown to have increased to and be­ 
yond 5000. 
That the law might 
be 
tested the action was brought.

W hile the ruling decides the law 
in the case, an answer may be put 
in or an appeal taken to the higher 
courts.

I He was arrested 
in

Angeles 
while disposing of three 
revolvers. 
Nearly all the property stolen here 
| was recovered. 
Keene ai’ose this morning, a big 
hulk of a fellow, when the judge be­ 
gan to address him. 
Several times 
he interrupted the judge 
to 
make 
declarations in a hesitating manner. 
The judge said he 
found 
Keene 
guilty of burglary in the second de­ 
gree, there being 
nothing 
in 
the 
transcript to prove I hat the burglary 
was done in the nighttime. 
“ I was not much impressed with 
your story about a sister,” said the 
judge. 
“ Everyone who has property 
is entitled to have that which he has 
earned and accumulated kept 
safe­ 
ly. 
You say that you were raised 
by Christian parents. 
I 
have 
no 
I doubt but what, if you had followed 
I the admonitions of your mother, you 
| would never have gotten into 
trou- 
j ble. 
Not one mother out of a thou­ 
sand, low though she may be, fails 
to give admonitions that 
may 
be 
! safely followed.” 
Here Keen stated that under 
or- 
dinary circumstances he would not 
j have stolen, that it was not for him-
